'«n explosion from an apparent leaking natural 
gas line at 1234 E. 3rd St. sent the residence crash­ 
ing down on a man sleeping inside this morning 
and blew a next door neighbor out of bed. 
Sal Banulos Guzman, 29, of the address, was taken 
to Pomona Valley Community Hospital where he was 
being treated for shock and a burn on his left hand 
and leg. 
1 Imer Stidom, who lives next door with his wife 
at 1242 E, 3rd St., refused immediate medical at­ 
tention and was to see his own physician. 
From what firemen could tell, Guzman was alone 
in his house at the time of the explosion about 8:45, 
although he did say he thought there were two other 
companions inside the house with him. 
f iremen said they didn’t find anyone else inside 
the demolished small, one-bedroom cottage. 
Guzman told firemen that he was asleep when the 
explosion occurred. He gave no reason for the blast 
and said only that he had been entertaining friends 
the night before and went to sleep in the bedroom. 
According to Mrs. Stidom, she had just walked 
in the front door of her home when she heard the 
explosion. Her husband, was was sitting on the edge 
of the bed putting on his shoes, was blown through 
the open doorway of the bedroom which leads into 
th ? adjoining living room and hit his head on the far 
wall. 
Shattered glass and plaster littered the bathroom 
and bedroom which faced within just a few feet of 
the demolished house. 
Gas company workmen quickly cut into the main 
line near the street and shut off gas leading to the 
wrecked house. 
According to Chuck McCrory of the Southern 
Counties Gas Co., firemen discovered an open valve 
on a gas line that had been plugged which caused 
an accumulation of gas. 
Any little spark from a light switch or anything 
else could have ignited it,” McCrory said.

Judge John Letts ordered J ’m Westra locked up 
for five days for violating Michigan conservation 
aws. 
Westra will have 10 serve another 15 days 
mless he pays a $100 fine and $50 in court costs. 
Westra, a 40-year-old bachelor, has built a reputa­ 
tion as a healer of wounded wild animals in his 14 
years as a pet store owner in suburban Wyoming. 
Th** Michigan Department of Natural Resources says 
that under state law, he cannot keep “ captive” wild­ 
life on exhibit at his shop. 
Westra said he does not sell the animals and birds 
but releases them when they are mended. 
His conviction came from the treatment of a 
wounded baby raccoon, one of a brood of five a 
group of teen-agers found orphaned after the mother 
was killed by a car. The other four were released. 
Westra showed up Easter morning to start his 
term and spent the day with other new prisoners 
in a “ processing tank.” He will be housed in a 10- 
man cell block when processing is completed. 
Westra s jailing came several months and $2,800 
in appeals costs after he was convicted of harboring 
a wild animal, Letts, a Kent County Circuit Court 
judge, upheld Westra’s conviction ¿Hit stayed the 
sonn nee two weeks so “ Mr. Jim ,” as he is known, 
could complete a round of speeches at local schools. 
You can get a license to shoot birds and ani­ 
mals, but when you try to keep them alive you run 
into trouble, 
Westra said before starting his term., 
“ I m out of money, but I won’t give up treating 
wounded birds or animals. But from now on I will 
go underground and hide them from stale inspectors, 
like easter eggs.”

Sharp, who as U.S. command­ 
er in the Pacific planned the air

for his part said the “ profound 
effect” of American bombing of 
the North probably induced Ha­ 
noi to seek relief by agreeing to 
the negotiations now underway 
in Paris,

Rogers Sees Hope 
Of Troop Cutback 


WASHINGTON (AP> - Secre­ 
tary of State William P. Rogers 
declared today that **we c e r­ 
tainly hope there will be some 
cham e of a mutual withdrawal 
of troops 
from Vietnam this 
year. 


Rogers told a news conference 
that he plans to pay a visit of 
three or four days to South Viet­ 
nam following a foreign minis­ 
ters meeting of the South* est 
Asia

q —W e ow n 300 shares of «American Telephone 
& Telegraph. My broker lias suggested I sell and in­ 
vest in a mutual fund for a regular monthly income. 
What is your advice?— F.D. 


A — Since more than 15 per cent of my mail in­ 
cludes references to American Telephone, 1 will de­ 
vote my entire column to this one issue. The company 
not only dominates the communications industry, but 
permeates the whole fabric of «American life. This 
Ix'homoth employs directly S70,(XH) people, about 
equal to the population of Dallas, while the com­ 
pany’s lax burden last year was more than the entire 
U.S. expenditure in 1929. 


More than 3.1 million people own shares in Tele­ 
phone with close to 1,000 institutions holding 20 per 
cent of the stock. Yet, despite—or perhaps as a result 
of— the company’s pervasiveness, its shares are now 
trading 31 per cent below the high reached in 1961 
w hen earnings were lower. 


The bulk of analytic opinion sees this lowr as a 
good buying opportunity. Certainly, a 4.6 per cent 
yield and a multipit1 of 15x estimates of S4 a share 
earnings tend to support this view. But in opposition 
to the rather bright promise of growth w ithin the com­ 
munications industry is the high cost of doing bus­ 
iness. 


In its most recent report—-three months ended 
Feb. 2R—Telephone reported a 10.6 per cent gain in 
revenues but only a 5.3 per cent increase in net. Al­ 
though this is the best quarterly showing since 1967, 
it nonetheless reflects an 11 per cent increase in oper­ 
ating costs and a 10.2 per cent increase in taxes. 


Other factors were a decline in Western E»loc- 
tric s contribution and a larger number of shares out­ 
standing. Borrowing, primarily through debt secur­ 
ities, is estimated at $1.5 billion annually for the next 
five years. An increase in interest charges of 1 . per 
cent would mean a $7.3 million annual additional ex* 
{tense for Telephone on the proposed borrowing. 


Relief in the form of rate increases plus the use 
of other financing methods may help mitigate higher 
operating costs. In your particular ease, I would lie 
against the proposed move on the basis of tax liabil­ 
ity and commission costs, which added income would 
not offset fiir 5 years.

Security and You 
The Elderly Thrive 
With Own Age Group

Which is better for elderly 
persons — living in a retirem ent 
com m unity or l ving in an ordin- 
ary all - age com m unity? J he 
latest 
survey 
on 
the 
sub­ 
ject leans tow ard the retirem ent 
com m unity. It showed that: 


—O lder persons tend to have 
m ore friends in a retirem ent 
com m unity than in a comm un- 
ity of people of all ages. 
—The m yth about pressure to 
join so - called leisure time 
com m unities just isn’t so. 


—Only 10 p er cent of the resi­ 
dents in one retirem ent com m u­ 
nity are even thinking of m ov­ 


ing. 
These conclusions w ere draw n 
by Dr. Gordon Bultena and Viv- 
vian Wood, U niversity of Wis­ 
consin, who studied form er Wis­ 
consin residents in two Arizona 
com m unities — one th at takes 
n all age groups and one a 
planned retirem ent com m unity. 
They balanced tins study with 
inform ation from retirees who 
rem ained in Wisconsin. 


One 
im portant 
finding 
w as 
that older persons in age - seg­ 
regated com m unity s t e n d to 
have a higher level of friend­ 
ship contacts th in do those in 
neighborhoods 
with 
younger 
fam iles. In general, advam mg 
age has been found to bring 
a shrinkage in friendship ties 
As people grow o l d e r , their 
num ber 
of 
friends 
dwindle. 
H owever, this pattern is not as 
d ram atic in the r» t rem em com ­ 
m unity, w here residents in the 
oldest age group reported as 
m any close f r i e n d s as those 
younger retirees. 
No Social P ressures 
One frequent criticism of re­ 
tirem ent om m unities is t h a t 
there is undue pressure on resi­ 
dents to take part 
in leistiro 
activities. The researchers find 
that this is not an at curate pic­ 
ture. Persons in the Arizona re­ 
tirem ent com m unities rejected 
overw helm ingly the notion they 
spend too m uch tim e on leisure 
activities, or that there is undue 
social pre sore on them to be 


active in the social life of the 
com m unity. 


How well did the older folks 
adjust to a new life in another 
state? The degree of satisfaction 
w ith retirem ent living is high. 
The proportion expressing such 
satisfaction w as g reater for per- 
ities than for those in regular

Housing and com m unity facili­ 
ties designed especially for old- 
e r people are a re lat v< ly recent 
developm ent. It used to be that 
an older fam ily that had the 
m eans and w anted to move to 
a m ore p l e a s a n t location or 
w arm er clim ate could only buy 
or rent an existing house.

the couple w as really well off; 
they could have

In re cent ye trs; Through gov­

Sensitivity 


Training New 


Coombs Target 


Stair Sen. William E. Coombs has added sensi­ 
tivity training to his target of questionable activi­ 
ties in the public schools. 


The Rialto Republican in recent months 
h as 
voiced criticism of sex education courses in the 
public schools and in a recent questionnaire to vot­ 
ers in his district, included questions on both sen­ 
sitivity training and sex education. 


Coombs told the Progress-Bulletin he has had 
a possible 70-per-cent return on the questionnaire, 
with many voters adding letters and notes to their 
“ yes” and “ no” answers. 


He said sensitivity tra ning, a group therapy 
method, is being used in 
onie California schools. 
Coombs said he has no documentation to prove it is 
being used in schools of his 20th senatorial district 
but that he has received reports indicating there is 
such use. 
“ What is sensitivity training?” the 
state senator asked. “ There are several definitions 
that I've heard,” he said. “ Many people have nev­ 
er even heard ot it.” 


Another question Coombs raised was “ Who is 
qualified to direct group therapy sessions in the 
public schools?” He suggested that few teachers 
or school psychologists would be qualified. 


As to vex education classes, he said his opposi­ 
tion stemmed from misuse of teaching materials. 
He said material from professional medical publi­ 
cations was included in a teacher’s manual on 
sex education and that this “ adult-only material” 
had been passed out to students in some school 
districts. 
Coombs indicated his opposition is not to proper 
sex education but over-teaching and misuse of ma­ 
terials. He said the matter came to his attention 
through material taken home from school by the 
daughter of his secretary in Sacramento. 
He said he has received reports of sex educa­ 
tion materials misuse in his senatorial district, but 
had not had time to prove the assertions through 
investigation. He said most of his complaints on the 
issues had come through the San Bernardino Par­ 
ents for Decency, headed by County Clerk V. Den­ 
nis Wardle. 
He favored review of such programs by par­ 
ent groups, rating “ a good idea” a Rialto PTA 
program for parents on materials to be used in 
the Rialto district sex education program.

Senators Hear S.B. 


Flood-Area Pleas 


San Bernardino County’s flood control and flood- 
damaged highway needs were spelled out to the 
Si nate subcommittee on highway construction in 
Washington las! week by Congressman L. Penis, 
R-33rd Dtst., and Chairman Ruben Ayala of the 
county board of supervisors. 


“ H is apparent that the people of San Bernardi­ 
no ( aunty, approaching a million in number, are 
exposed to the threat of devastating and lile tak­ 
ing flood-.," Ayala said. “ Flood flows across San 
Bernardino Valley pose an extreme threat to vir­ 
tually every avenue of communication and trans­ 
portation between the greater Los Angeles Basin 
and all points east,” 


Ayala described the strain on the county high­ 
way budget posed by the flood damage. The dis­ 
aster was so great he said, that there are insuf- 
ricit nt funds to pay the county share as required 
by federal assistance programs, 


Pettis, who cosponsored the companion bill in 
the H ouse which will provide federal funds for dis­ 
aster relief in California, urged the Senate subcom­ 
mittee for quick approval of its bill.

Intensive Early 1 
Being Tried far Retarder'

Little Jennifer Deering is now 
able to walk and to eat by 
herself. This may not seem too 
unusual for a 6-year-old girl, 
but when you consider that six 
months ago she couldn't do ei­ 
ther one, it is remarkable. 
Jennie is o n e of 92 threse- 
through-eight-year-old 
children 
who are currently enrolled in Pa­ 
cific State Hospital’s HIP plan. 
The Hospital Improvement Pro­ 
gram, “ an admission - release 
program for the mentally re­ 
tarded,” was funded there as 
of Feb. 1, 1968. Its purpose is 
to help teach young mentally 
retarded children basic func­ 
tions so that they may be sent 
either back to their families or 
to a family care home. 
In the program, there are two 
children's wards. The 46 in each 
are divided into four groups, 
making a total of eight groups. 
The groups are separated into 
personal skills. The skills in­ 
clude walking, dressing, eating 
by themselves, using toilets and 
listening. This is much more 
intensive training than the chil­ 
dren had before. 
“ Jennie was not supposed to 
be able to walk,” said Mrs. 
Robert Deering, Jennie’s moth­ 
er. “ But as I continued talking 
to her, Jennie WALKED into 
the room with her father.” 
In the various groups, chil­ 
dren 
are 
taught 
to 
become 


aware and to respond to their 
environment and 
to perform 
varying levels of ability. 
The sensory-motor training, as 
the process is called, has work­ 
ed ¿or a large number of pa­ 
tients besides Jennie. The pro- 
cets of teaching each child to 
dress himself must be handled 
step by step with a tremendous 
amount of patience. 
In the beginning the skirt 
must be placed over the head, 
and the irms must hi* put most 
of the way through the arm 
holes. The child, then, 
must 
do his part to pull his arms all 
the way through. If he doesn’t, 
then he is helped through this 
process over and over again 
until he gets it right. 
The next time the child will 
have a harder time. He will 
have to push his arms farther 
through the 
holes. Then far­ 
ther and farther until he learns 
to do it himself. Then the eom- 
ing-over-the head 
part 
comes 
and is handled the same way. 
After the child masters 
the 
shirt, he must start on 
the 
other articles of clothing. Each 
step of the way the child is re­ 
warded 
with 
affection 
and 
enthusiasm from the trainer. 
Mrs. Deering was a volunteer 
worker for Pacific State be­ 
fore Jennie entered the pro- 
gram. She is now chairman of 
the parents’ group, which 
is 
composed of parents of the chil­ 
dren of both w.trds. The group, 
which meets once a month, 


tries to get m aerials not pro- 
v ded by the si tte for the pro­ 
gram. On holidays they 
give 
presents or hold 
parlies 
tor 
their children. 
For 
ideas 
on 
what 
gifts 
would be beneficial to the train­ 
ing program, they consult Dr. 
Clara Lee Edear. 
Dr. Edgar is in charge of 
the operation of HIP at Pacific 
State. She said that the idea

And 
ail the “ miracles” that keep 
happening,

It's Time To 


Switch Channels 


“ The U.S. reputation has become ta r­ 
nished during recent years. Public altitudes 
tow ard our country are now reported to be 
at a 50-year low. 
“ Fewer i>eople abroad consider the Unit­ 
ed States as their best iriend. 
“ Fewer people believe that our nation 
shares a mutuality of interests with them. 
“And fewer have trust and confidence in 
the ability of the United States to pro\ ide 
wise and steady leadership in the current 
world upheaval.” 
The words are from a recent report, ‘‘The 
Future of United States Public Diplomacy,” 
by the Fascell Subcommittee of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee, based on hear­ 
ings conducted last year. 
The subcommittee found three factors 
chiefly responsible for the deterioration of 
A m erica’s image abroad: The Vietnam war, 
the race problem and crim e and lawless­ 
ness. The most devastating Impact, howev­ 
er, cattle from the assassinations of Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy and Dr. M artin Luther 
King. 
“Overseas reaction to these tragic events 
was overwhelm ing,” says the report, "and 
resulted in a sharp drop in confidence in 
U.S. leadership.” 
The subcomm ittee m akes three recom­ 
mendations. 
First, since foreign policy begins with 
domestic conduct and since people abroad 
judge us on the basis of w hat we do rather 
than on what we say, this country’s qualifi­ 
cations for leadership have to be continual­ 
ly reasserted through concrete actions anil 
accomplishments. 
Second, the United States m ust learn to 
listen, to conduct international communica­ 
tions on the basis of a dialogue with its 
friends and critics abroad. 
Finally, the United States must learn to 
speak effectively to foreign audiences. 
On this third point, the subcommittee 
rails for a complete overhaul of the opera­ 
tions of the U.S. Information Agency and 
for ,i thorough, system atic reappraisal of 
all our overseas information program s and 
policies, preferably to be made by a biparti­ 
san commission of national leaders and ex­ 
perts in communications and the s o c i a l 
scion» *e 
The call already sparked the form a­ 
tion of an “Emergen» y Committee for a 
Reappraisal of the United States Overseas 
Information Policies and Program s ” com­ 
posed ot just 
such leaders and experts, 
Chairm an is Edw ard L. Bernays, noted pub­ 
lic relations counselor, long-time adviser to 
government and private organizations and 
founder of the Edw ard L. Bernays Founda­ 
tion, which works in the field of fostering in­ 
ternational understanding. 
“ Th«* success or failure of our foi*eign 


'^ p o lic y is affected by what people overseas 
think or say ahoui it,” says Jkrnays, “Opin­ 
ions of other peoples toward the U n i t e d 
States, based on ignorance, bias, distortion 
or false stereotypes are dangerous to this 
country.” 
In its report, the House sutxom m itee not­ 
ed four main channels of foreign affairs: 
Diplomacy, trade, comm unications — and 
force. Today, the United States spends 95 
per cent of the resources devoted to foreign 
affairs through the fourth channel, only 5 
per cent through the other three. 
“ Isn’t it about time to start changing 
that ratio?” it asks.

Brothers Show. 
Now, I can well understand 
a view er ringing up to protest 
the lewd jokes, the ugly, crash­ 
ing m usic and the tone - deaf 
singers.

their bourgeois revisionist ten­ 
dencies.

is pre - World War I stuff. The

favorably 
with the M-16 rifle the United 
States is providing for the South 
V ietnam ese, 
So, for all the sound and fury 
of their propaganda w ar, P e­ 
king and M oscow are still part­ 
ners in frustrating the wicked 
im perialists in V ietnam .

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Blast Levels 
City Home; 
2 Injured

An explosion from an apparent leaking natural 
gas line at 1234 E. 3rd St. sent the residence crash­ 
ing down on a man sleeping inside this morning 
and blew a next door neighbor out of bed 
Sal Banulos Guzman, 29, of the address, was taken 
to Pomona Valley Community Hospital where he was 
being treated for shock and a bum on his lett hand 


and leg.

Elmer Stidom, who lives next door with his wife 
at 1242 E. 3rd St., refused immediate medical at­ 
tention and was to see his own physician. 
From what firemen could tell, Guzman was alone 
in his house at the time of the explosion about 8:4a, 
although he did say he thought there were two other 
companions inside the house with him. 
Firemen said they didn’t find anyone else inside 
the demolished small, one-bedroom cottage. 
Guzman told firemen that he was asleep when the 
explosion occurred. He gave no reason for the blast 
and said only that he had been entertaining friends 
the night before and went to sleep in the bedroom. 
According to Mrs. Stidom, she had just walked 
in the front door of her home when she heard the 
explosion. Her husband, was was sitting on the edge 
of the bed putting on his shoes, was blown through 
the open doorway of the bedroom which leads into 
the adjoining living room and hit his head on the far 


wall.

Shattered glass and plaster littered the bathroom. 
and bedroom which faced within just a few feet of 
the demolished house. 
Gas company workmen quickly cut into the main 
line near the street and shut off gas leading to the 
wrecked house. 
According to Chuck McCrory of the Southern 
Counties Gas Co., firemen discovered an open valve 
on a gas line that had been plugged which caused 
an accumulation of gas. 
"Any little spark from a light switch or anything 
else could have ignited it,” McCrory said. 


Animal Healer 
Ponders Justice 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich. (UPI) - When a man 
goes to jail for healing an injured baby raccoon, 
even his jailer scratches his head. 
Judge John Letts ordered J>m Westra locked up 
for five days for violating Michigan conservation 
laws. 
Westra will have to serve another 15 days 
unless he pays a $100 fine and $50 in court costs. 
Westra, a 40-year-old bachelor, has built a reputa­ 
tion as a healer of wounded wild animals in his 14 
years as a pet store owner in suburban Wyoming. 
The Michigan Department of Natural Resources says 
that under state law, he cannot keep “captive 
wild­ 
life on exhibit at his shop. 
Westra said he does not sell the animals and birds 
but releases them when they are mended. 
His conviction came from the treatment of a 
wounded baby raccoon, one of a brood of five a 
group of teen-agers found orphaned after the mother 
was killed by a car. The other four were released. 
Westra showed up Easter morning to start his 
term and spent the day with other new prisoners 
in a “processing tank." He will be housed in a 10- 
man cell block when processing is completed. 
Westra’s jailing came several months and $2,800 
in appeals costs after he was convicted of harboring 
a wild animal. Letts, a Kent County Circuit Court 
tudge, upheld Westra’s conviction but stayed the 
enteace two weeks so "Mr. Jim ,” as he is known, 
could complete a round of speeches at local sc hools, 
“ You can get a license to shoot birds and 
mals, but when you try to keep them alive you run 
into trouble," Westra said before starting his term , 
“I’m out of money, but 1 won’t give up treating 
wounded birds or animals. But from now on I will 
go underground and hide them from state inspectors, 
like easter eggs."

W ar Commanders Claim 
Escalation W as Essential 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Two 
former U.S. commanders in the 
Vietnam war say American es­ 
calation of the fighting was es­ 
sential in preventing the fall of 
South Vietnam, but White House 
restraints ruled mit a traditional 
military victory. 
In their 347-page "Report on 
the War in Vietnam.” published 
today by the Pentagon, Gen. 
William C. Westmoreland and 
Adm. U. S. G. Sharp said their 
strategy 
in 
building 
up 
the 
American effort from 1964 until 
last year was generally success­ 
ful and ended any chance of an 
enemy victory. 
Westmoreland, who ran the 
U.S. war effort in Vietnam until 


he became Army chief of staff 
last 
June, 
said 
without 
the 
buildup of American troops in 
1965 he doubts the South Viet­ 
namese could have held out for 
more than six months. 
But, he wrote, restrictions by 
the White House on military op­ 
erations against Viet Cong and 
North 
Vietnamese 
sanctuaries 
in neighboring Laos, Cambodia 
and North Vietnam "made it 
impossible to destroy the ene­ 
my's forces in a traditional or 
classic sense." 
Forced Talks 
Sharp, who as U.S. command­ 
er in the Pacific planned the air 
war against North Vietnam un­ 
til his retirement last August, 


for his part said the "profound 
effect" of American bombing of 
the North probably induced Ha­ 
noi to seek relief by agreeing to 
the negotiations now underway 
in Paris. 
“The cumulative effects of air 
operations and the demands of 
the war in South Vietnam re­ 
sulted in unprecedented stresses 
and strains on the North Viet­ 
namese 
economy, 
production 
and 
distribution 
systems, 
the 
life of the people and the politi­ 
cal control apparatus," Sharp 
wrote, 
"Conditions may have been 
sufficiently serious to have in­ 
duced North Vietnam to use the 
tactics of ‘negotiation’ to gain a 


period of relief in order to recti­ 
fy its more pressing problems, 
and to reinvigorate support of 
the war in South Vietnam." 
Although calling the bombing 
"the most precise in history, ’ 
Sharp implied the raids could 
have been e\en more effective 
were it not for restrictions im­ 
posed by Washington for non­ 
military reasons. 
"From a military standpoint, 
both air and naval programs 
were inhibited by restrictions 
growing out of the limited na­ 
ture of our conduct of the war," 
he said. 
Sharp's report covers a period

M ay Lose Enrollment

ST. LOUIS (U PI) - The Very 
Rev. Paul C. Remert, president 
of St. Louis University, pre 
diets the enrollments of private 
colleges and universities will de­ 
cline within the next 10 years 
from one-third to one-fifth of 
total college enrollment. 
Father Reinert said private 
colleges are unable to compete 
financially with state institutions 
and some private schools may 
have to “ revert from private to 
public status.”

They argue that the stores e x ­ 
pect to lose m erchandise this 
w ay, are insured, and m ake 
sure large profits that 
their 
stolen 
goods 
are 
no great 
loss. A dolescents 
who 
would 
never dream of taking m oney 
from a friend’s w allet might 
be 
tem pted 
to 
shoplift, 
e s­ 
pecially if other acquaintan ces 


do. 
One survey of a sm all group 
of high school students found 
that approxim ately 47 per cent 
adm itted to having shoplifted 
at least once.

per cent of all shoplifters are 
betw een the ages of 10 and 19.

thievery, joy rides 
in stolen 
autom obiles, 
and 
vandalism . 
Anti-social 
behavior, 
on 
the 
other hand, would be behavior 
that is deliberately and pur­ 
posefully directed as an attack 
on society. 
Social critic Paul Goodman 
observes that m uch of juvenue 
delinquent behavior can be de­ 
scribed as behavior that can 
guarantee getting caught, pun­ 
ished, or recorded. 


C ertainly your son is not so 
naive as to believe you would 
unquestioninglv 
accept 
his 
new acquisitions, not noticing 
the 
disparity 
betw een 
their 
value and the size of his allow ­ 
ance. 
His 
lack of discretion 
and relative openness seem s 
to 
indicate 
a 
desire 
to 
be 
found out and to be relieved 
of the burden of his guilt. 
Talk to your son calm ly and 
try 
to 
discover 
under w hat 
circu m stan ces 
he 
shoplifted 
those item s. Was he alone or 
did he do it on a dare? Did 
he feel he needed these item s 
and w as afraid to ask for the 
m oney from you? 
H ow ever, 
he 
m ay 
not 
be 
able to explain his behavior. 
If he insists he doesn’t know 
why he stole the item s, accept 
his word. 
You m ight find it helpful to 
talk to som eone 
who 
knows 
him w ell, such as his guidance 
counselor, a religious leader, 
or a teacher. He m ay have 
other problem s that are re­ 
vealed in his delinquent be­ 
havior. 
W hatever vou decide to do 


to rectify the thefts, let your 
son be included in the decis­ 
ion. He m ay rather try to re­ 
turn the goods to the store 
him self than to try to save 
m oney to pay for them . Or 
you could pay the cost to the 
store and have him slow ly pay 
you back, 
W hatever the decision, you 
should grant your son the ben­ 
efit of the doubt and let him 
shoulder the responsibility.

q —We own 300 shares of American Telephone 
& Telegraph. My broker has suggested I sell and in­ 
vest in a m utual fund for a regular monthly income. 
What is your advice?— F.D. 
A—Since more than 15 per cent of my mail in­ 
cludes references to American Telephone, I will de­ 
vote my entire column to this one issue. The company 
not only dominates the communications industry, but 
perm eates the whole fabric of Am erican life. This 
behemoth employs directly 870,000 people, about 
equal to the population of Dallas, while the com­ 
pany’s tax burden last year was more than the entire 
U.S. expenditure in 1929. 
More than 3.1 million people own shares in Tele­ 
phone with close to 1,000 institutions holding 20 per 
cent of the stock. Yet. despite—or perhaps as a result 
of 
the company's pervasiveness, its shares are now 
trading 31 per cent below the high reached in 1961 
when earnings were lower. 
The bulk of analytic opinion sees this low as a 
good buying opportunity. Ceilainly, a 4,6 per cent 
yield and a multiple of 15x estimate'; of 84 a share 
earnings tend to support this view. But in opposition 
to the rather bright promise of growth within the com­ 
munications industry is the high cost of doing bus­ 
iness. 
In its most recent report—three months ended 
F>b. 28— Telephone reported a 10.6 per cent gain in 
revenues but only a 5.3 per cent increase in net. Al­ 
though this is the best quarterly showing since 1967. 
it nonetheless reflects an 11 per cent increase' in oper­ 
ating costs and a 10.2 per cent increase in taxes. 


Other factors were a decline in W estern Elec­ 
tric’s contribution and a larger num ber of shares out­ 
standing. Borrowing, prim arily through debt secur­ 
ities. is estimated at S I.5 billion annually for the next 
five years. An increase in interest charges of ' •_> per 
cent would mean a $7.5 million annual additional ex­ 
pense for Telephone on the proposed borrowing. 


Relief in the form of rate increases phis the use 
of other financing methods may help mitigate higher 
operating costs. In your particular case, I would be 
against the1 proposed move on the basis of tax liabil­ 
ity and commission costs, which added income would 
not offset for 5 years.

Coombs Target 


State Sen. William F. ( oombs has added sensi­ 
tivity training to his target of questionable activi­ 
ties in the public schools. 


The Rialto Republican in recent months h a s 
voiced criticism of sex education courses in the 
public schools and in a recent questionnaire to vot­ 
ers in his district, included questions on both sen­ 
sitivity training and sex education. 


Coombs told the Progress-Bulletin he has had 
a possible 70-per-cent return on the questionnaire, 
with many voters adding letters and notes to their 
“ yes" and “ no" answers. 


He said sensitivity training, a group therapy 
method, is being used in some California schools. 
Coombs said he has no documentation to prove it is 
being used in schools of his 20th senatorial district 
but that he has received reports indicating there is 
such use. 
"What is sensitivity training?” the 
state senator asked. “ There are several definitions 
that I’ve heard," he said. "Many people have nev­ 
er even heard ot it.” 


Another question Coombs raised was "Who is 
qualified to direct group therapy sessions in the 
public schools?” He suggested that few teachers 
or school psychologists would be qualified. 


As to sex education classes, he said his opposi­ 
tion stemmed from misuse of teaching materials. 
He said material from professional medical publi­ 
cations was included in a teacher’s manual on 
sex education and that this “ adult-only material" 
had been passed out to students in some school 
districts. 
Coombs indicated his opposition is not to proper 
sex education but over-teaching and misuse of ma­ 
terials. He said the matter came to his attention 
through material taken home from school by the 
daughter of his secretary in Sacramento. 
He said he has received reports of sex educa­ 
tion materials misuse in his senatorial district, but 
had not had time to prove the assertions through 
investigation. He said most of his complaints on the 
issues had come through the San Bernardino Par­ 
ents for Decency, headed by County Clerk V. Den­ 
nis Wardle. 
He favored review of such programs by par­ 
ent groups, rating “ a good idea" a Rialto PTA 
program for parents on materials to be used in 
the Rialto district sex education program.

Senators Hear S.B. 


Flood-Area Pleas 


San Bernardino County’s flood control and flood- 
damaged highway needs were spelled out to the 
Senate subcommittee on highway construction in 
Washington last week by Congressman L. Pettis, 
R-33rd Dist., and Chairman Ruben Ayala of the 
county board of supervisors. 
"It is apparent that the people of San Bernardi­ 
no County, approaching a million in number, are 
exposed to the threat of devastating and life-tak­ 
ing floods,” Ayala said. “ Flood flows across San 
Bernardino Valley pose an extreme thre.it to vir­ 
tually every avenue of communication and trans­ 
portation between the greater Los Angeles Basin 
and all points east.” 
Ayala described the strain on the county high­ 
way budget posed by the flood damage. The dis­ 
aster was so great, he said, that there are insuf­ 
ficient fundh to pay the county share as required 
by federal assistance programs. 
Pettis, who cosponsored the companion bill in 
the House which will provide federal funds for dis­ 
aster relief in ( aliforma, urged the Senate subcom­ 
mittee for quick approval of us bill. He empha­ 
sized the need for accelerating flood-control proj­ 
ects to protect against future floods. 
Pettis also pointed out the need for relaxing the 
requirements for disaster loans through the Small 
Business Adminisiration which will make it easier 
ior flood victims to obtain low-mterest loans.

He is being chal­ 
lenged by Ben Lawing, 39-year- 
old pharmaceutical sales repre­ 


sentative. Lawing is a former 
councilman. 
Wills, 61, department head of 
a retail store, 
is aiming for 
a second 4-vear term. His op­ 
ponent is Adrian T. Wright, 58, 
school administrator. 
Based on the turnout at past 
elections and other factors, City 
Clerk Larrv Thomas predicts 
Tuesday’s vote will amount to 
between 42 and 44 per cent. 
Polling places at 39 special 
precincts will remain open from 
7 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
The Pomona Valley Board of

Being Tried for Retarded 


Pomonans Feel City Gives 
Them Tax Dollar's Worth

Little Jennifer Peering is now 
able to walk and to eat by 
herself. This may not seem too 
unusual for a 6-year-old girl, 
but when you consider that six 
months ago she couldn t do ei­ 
ther one, it is remarkable. 
Jennie is one of 92 three- 
through-eight-year-old 
children 
who are currently enrolled in Pa­ 
cific State Hospital’s HIP plan. 
The Hospital Improvement Pro 
gram, “ an admission - release 
program for the mentally re­ 
tarded,” was funded there as 
of Feb. 1, 1968. Its purpose is 
to help teach young mentally 
retarded children basic func­ 
tions so that they may be sent 
either back to their families or 
to a family care home. 
In the program, there are two 
children’s wards. The 46 in each 
are divided into four groups, 
making a total of eight groups. 
The groups are separated into 
personal skills. The skills in­ 
clude walking, dressing, eating 
by themselves, using toilets and 
listening. This is much more 
intensive training than the chil­ 
dren had before. 
“ Jennie was not supposed to 
be able to walk,” suid Mrs. 
Robert Deering, Jennie’s moth­ 
er. “ But as I continued talking 
to her, Jennie WALKED into 
the room with her father.” 
In the various groups, chil­ 
dren are 
taught 
to become 


aware and to respond to their 
environment and to perform 
varying levels of ability. 
The sensory-motor training, as 
the process is called, has work­ 
ed for a large number of pa­ 
tients besides Jennie. The pro­ 
cess of teaching each child to 
dress himself must be handled 
step by step with a tremendous 
amount of patience. 
In the beginning the shirt 
must be placed over the head, 
and the arms must be put most 
of the way through the arm 
holes. 
The 
child, 
then, 
must 
do his part 
to pull his arms all 
the way through. If he doesn’t, 
then he is helped through this 
process over and over again 
until he gets it right. 
The next time the child will 
have a harder time. He will 
have to push his arms farther 
through the holes. Then far­ 
ther and farther until he learns 
to do it himself. Then the com- 
ing-over-the-head 
part 
comes 
and is handled the same way. 
After 
the child 
masters 
the 
shirt, 
he must start on 
the 
other articles of clothing. Each 
step of the way the child is re­ 
warded 
with 
affection 
and 
enthusiasm from the trainer. 
Mrs, Deering was a volunteer 
worker for Pacific State be­ 
fore Jennie entered the pro­ 
gram. She is now chairman of 
the parents’ group, which is 
composed of parents of the chil­ 
dren of both wards. The group, 
which meets once a month, 


tries to get materials not pro­ 
vided by the state for the pro­ 
gram. On holidays they give 
presents or hold parties for 
their children. 
For 
ideas 
on 
what 
gifts 
would be beneficial to the train­ 
ing program, they consult Dr. 
Clara Lee Edgar. 
Dr. Edgar is in charge of 
the operation of HIP at Pacific 
State. She said that the idea 
for the program isn’t new. It 
is a modification of an earlier 
program for older children. And 
all the “ miracles” that keep 
happening, 
although 
remark­ 
able, aren’t altogether surpris­ 
ing. 
Dr. Edgar also declared that 
you can’t test an infant right 
off to see if he can be helped. 
You have to put some effort 
in to really find out. The first 
two years of age is the sensory- 
motor period of development. 
This ¡> the time when the chil­ 
dren learn things the fastest. 
They are taught permanence of 
objects, spare and time. A dif­ 
ferent goal is set for each 
child.

It's Time To 
Switch Channels 


“The U.S. reputation has become tar­ 
nished during recent years. Public attitudes 
toward our country are now reported to be 
at a 50-year low. 
“ Fewer people abroad consider the Unit­ 
ed States as their best friend. 
“Fewer people believe that our nation 
shares a mutuality of interests with them. 
“And fewer have trust and confidence in 
the ability of the United States to prov ide 
wise and steady leadership in the current 
world upheaval." 
The words are from a recent report, “The 
Future of United States Public Diplomacy, 
by the Fascell Subcommittee of the House 
Foreign /Affairs Committee, based on hear­ 
ings conducted last >car. 
The subcommittee found three factors 
chiefly responsible for the deterioration of 
America’s image abroad: The Vietnam war, 
the race problem and crime and lawless­ 
ness. The most devastating impact, howev­ 
er, came from the assassinations of Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy and Dr. Martin Luther 
Kin?. 
“Overseas reaction to these tragic events 
was overwhelming," says the report, "and 
resulted in a sharp drop in confidence in 
U.S. leadership." 
The subcommittee makes three recom­ 
mendations. 
First, 
s in c e foreign p o lic y begins w ith 
domestic conduct and since p e o p le abroad 
judge us on the basis of what we do rather 
than on what we say, this country’s qualifi­ 
cations for leadership have to be continual­ 
ly reasserted through concrete actions and 
accomplishments. 
Second, the United States must learn to 
listen, to conduct international communica­ 
tions on the basis of a dialogue with its 
friends and critics abroad. 
Finally, the United States must learn to 
speak effectively to foreign audiences. 
On this third point, the subcommittee 
rails for a complete overhaul of the opera­ 
tions of the U.S. Information Agency and 
for a thorough, systematic reappraisal ot 
all our overseas information programs and 
policies, preferably to bo made by a biparti­ 
san commission of national leaders and ex­ 
perts in communications and the s o c i a l 
sciences. 
The call already sparked the forma­ 
tion of an “ Emergency Committee for a 
Reappraisal of the United States Overseas 
Information Policies and Programs" com­ 
posed of just such leaders and experts. 
Chairman is Edward L. Bernays, noted pub­ 
lic relations counselor, long-time adviser to 
government and private organizations and 
founder of the Edward L. Bernays Founda­ 
tion. which works in the field of fostering in­ 
ternational understanding. 
“The success or failure of our foreign 
poli< > is affected b> what people overseas 
think or say about it," says Bernays. "Opin­ 


io n s of other peoples toward the U n i t e d 


S t a t e s , b a s e d on ignorance, bias, distortion 
or false stereotypes are dangerous to this 
country.** 
In its report, the House subcommitee not­ 
ed tour main channels of foreign affairs: 
Diplomacy, trade, communications —■ and 
force. Today, the United States spends 5)5 
per cent of the resources devoted to foreign 
affairs through the fourth channel, only 5 
* T>vr cent through the other three. 
“Isn’t it about time to start changing 
that ratio?" it asks.

China’s fears are centered on 
the m eeting of Com m unist par­ 
ties of the world that the K rem ­ 
lin has put together for June. If 
a resolution can be p u s h e d 
through branding the Chinese as 
heretics the Krem lin m ay feel 
free to m ove. The invasion of 
C zechoslovakia sent a s h o c k 
w ave of fear through the little 
group of m en who, under Mao 
T se-tung,

It is not that Peking exp ects 
a Prague • type action. In the 
border provinces of Sinktang an

crease the risk of direct Soviet 
intervention. 


M oreover, China's n u c l e a r 
w eapons and m issile center is 
at Lopnor in Sinkiang Province. 
The Chinese do not rule out, ob­ 
servers here believe, the pos­ 
sibility of a Soviet pre * em ptive 
strike to destroy 
the 
nuclear 
center. That is w hy work at 
Lopnor has been speeded up. 


Intelligence estim ates at the 
highest level differ on w hat hap­

Pe­ 
king bent every effort to keep 
the contagion of violence out of 
the center that has the highest 
priority for China's prestige be­ 
fore the world. 
Another source credits reports 
of hoodlum ism , even in the sa­ 
cred precincts of scien ce and 
technology essential to progress

through the streets in proof of 
their bourgeois revisionist ten­ 
dencies. 
The 
upheaval 
spilled 
over into the m inistries in P e­ 
king responsible for the nuclear 
cen ter. Chou En-lai, who car­ 
ried m ost of the burden during 
the Red Guards revolution for 
keeping som e sem blance of or­ 
der in the bureaucracy, gave a 
clear w a r n i n g in a public 


speech. 
“ Do 
you 
realize," 
he 
said, 
“ that you are holding up the de­ 
fenses of your country?” 
On the nuclear tim etable the 
general agreem ent is that China 
will have an interm ediate-range 
m issile with a nuclear warhead 
by 1974 or '75. Four to f i v e 
years later will see an opera­ 
tional ICBM, and China will be 
prepared to defy the world. M ao 
is reported to have said that if 
in a nuclear exch ange two or 


three hundred m illion Chinese 
were killed there would still be 
a 
population 
surviving 
larger 
than anyw here else on the globe 
and sufficient to r e s t o r e the 
Com m unist order and dom inate 
the earth. 


Thus tim e is running out and 
there m ay be good reason for 
Peking to fear a pre - em ptive 
strike by the R ussians. Along­ 
side the prospect of such a holo­ 
caust, 
the skirm ishing 
across 
the U ssuri R iver on the rem ote 
border between the two pow ers 
is pre - World War I stuff. The 
contested 
island of D am unsky 
is little m ore than a sand bar 
which disappears at flood tim e, 
according to the Japanese who 
once held the area. Both China 
and 
Russia 
have 
greatly 
in­ 
creased their forces along the 
border. One estim ate puts Soviet 
troop strength at 300,000 on the 
eastern border. 


Yet the accepted judgm ent 
is 
that open w arfare on any size­ 
able scale is not in the card s 
or the foreseeable future. For 
the doctrinaire Com m unist this 
is a religious w ar with totally 
opposed view s on the holy writ 
of M arxism - Leninism and how 
to bring about world revolution. 
This is now here m ore evident 
than 
in 
the 
dispute 
betw een 
Peking and 
M oscow over the 
V ietnam 
War. 
Peking 
w as 
bitterly opposed 
to the P aris 
talks and used every possible 
pressure to keep Hanoi from go­ 
ing to P a r i s. China's propa­ 
ganda 
lectures 
Hanoi 
on 
the 
‘perfidy” of Soviet aid and the 
“ peace talks fraud.” 
China 
n everth eless continues 
to supply about 40 per cent of 
the total support for North V iet­ 
nam to R ussia’s 60 per cent. 
China has sent from 200,000 to 
250,000 
AK-47 
recoilless 
rifles 


for 
the 
C om m unist 
force, 
a 
weapon 
com paring 
favorably 
with the M-16 rifle the United 
States is providing for the South 
Vietnamese. 
So, for all the sound and fury 
of their propaganda war, P e­ 
king and M oscow are still part­ 
ners in frustrating the w icked 
im perialists in Vietnam . 


Xenophobia,

ment and refused even to adm it

Now a change m ay be in the 
m aking, 
neither 
sw ift 
nor 
drastic, but a change. 
In 
W ashington, 
the 
Nixon 
adm inistration is review ing its 
options in the attitude it is to 
take 
toward 
a 
Red 
China 
suddenly 
arm ed 
with 
nuclear 
w eapons and in a position in the 
near future to pose a threat to 
m ainland United States. 
In 
Peking, 
the 
Chinese 
C om m unist party is holding its 
ninth 
national 
congress 
after 
eight years of postponem ent. 
The fact that M ao dared to 
convene 
the 
congress 
now 
su ggests he is confident he has 
won over his opponents and that 
Red China is ready to return to 
at least a degree of norm alcy, 
including 
outside 
diplom atic 
contacts. 
And 
this 
in 
turn 
su ggests 
possible 
renew al 
of 
U.S.-Red 
Chinese contacts at the am bas­ 
sadorial level in W arsaw, first 
suggested by the Chinese last 
N ovem ber and then canceled by 
them . 
Should a w ay be found to end 
the long period of estrangem ent 
and m utual suspicion, it would 
be a victory for those liberals 
and 
Chinese 
scholars 
in
